Environmental flows

The State Water Board has invested in tow studies, one with SCCWRP- L.&. River Enwironmenta! Flow study, and one
with UC Davis for classification of natural flows. The SCCWRP work is especially relevant to the effluent-dominated
waterbodies—an issue that came up during the discussion yesterday. Once the two groups realized they were working
on related topic, they developed a hybrid of the two approaches for the environmental flow classification. Don’t have a
specific link with more info on the later, although there was a brownbag seminar series that included UC Davis and
SCCWRP which may be a good primer.
